The funnymen are getting serious, as FHM discovered during a visit to the set of Randall And Hopkirk (Deceased) 


here are Fruit Salad chewy sweet wrappers 
everywhere: strewn over the settee, piled 
on the table and toppling from the woefully 
inadequate wastepaper bin. Further inside 
the set caravan of Vic Reeves and Bob Mortimer, 
there’s another large bowl, and even more plastic 
bags, full of the schoolboy’s favourite sweet. 

“I used to prefer the Blackjack,” says Bob, his 
mouth bulging. “But we’ve had them continually 
now for 10 weeks, and at the end of a day's 
filming, you can’t face a Blackjack.” 

“The bags come 50/50, too,” says Vic. “We've 
had to stockpile them.” With a flourish, he opens 
the door to the caravan’s bedroom where — a little 
like Morecambe and Wise — they sleep in adjacent 
beds. On the floor is a bowl brimming with 
nothing but the black liquorice toffees. “As if you 
needed proof!” he declares, triumphantly. 

A quick glance out of the perspex window, 
however, reveals this is not your usual Reeves and 
Mortimer production. Indeed, as pivotal scenes 
are shot in the stately Dulwich College in south 
London, there’s not a frying pan, man with a stick 
or humorously large vegetable in sight. Instead,

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Randall And Hopkirk (Deceased) is that rarest of 
televisual beasts: the “serious” remake. 

“Nobody's making anything like this at the 
moment,” says producer Charlie Higson. “It’s all 
in-your-face, gntty American dramas on hand- 
held cameras — or docu-soaps.”

Any thespian shortcomings should easily be 
covered by Emilia Fox. Edward Fox's daughter 
plays karate-kicking love interest Jeannie, left 
waiting at the altar after Marty’s death. “I’ve 
done loads of different stuff lately: period 
dramas, stage work, a murderess in Bright Hair,” 
says Emilia. “I haven't really done comedy before, 
and the chance to play an Avengers-type action 
woman was too good to resist.” 

And as filming begins on a bedroom scene, it’s 
obvious Vic's real-life fiancée — they met on set - 
is not cowed by the Big Night Out stars.

Apparently, three 
glasses of red wine a day should do the trick. 


Scientists at the University of Texas have been 
administering a mix of caffeine and booze to 
rats in a bid to prevent brain damage during a 
stroke — caused when a clot cuts off the blood- 


* supply to the brain, thus starving it of oxygen. 


The caffeine increases the blood pressure, 

while the alcohol dilates the blood vessels, 
thus allowing more blood to seep into the brain, 
and reducing the possibility of brain damage by 
80 per cent. Claims that doctors are soon to 
shout, “Stand back, I can knock up a wicked 
Irish Coffee!” are unfounded. 


Dr Jean Paul Broustet of the French Haut Leveque 
Hospital has insisted that Cabernet Sauvignon is 
worth knocking back, as it contains the highest 
concentration of quercitin, which has the ability 
to lower blood pressure. The reason that it exists 
in such high quantities is apparently due to the 
manufacture process, which crushes the grapes to 
a far greater extent than other wines.

Grace Murray Hopper was a 
professor of mathematics

Using computers to solve gunnery 
problems, Hopper helped invent the world’s 
first standardised programming language, 
COBOL; rose to the rank of rear admiral; and 
actually had a ship named after her, But 
Hopper's real claim to fame is her 
contribution to the English dictionary.

ith a couple of notable exceptions 
(vegetarians, Hindus, people with no 
teeth), virtually all men have a nice fat 
juicy steak somewhere near the top of 
their “favourite foods” list. Yet when you try to 
knock one up at home, your efforts have little in 
common with the tasty dishes served up at the 
local Harvester. No - your steak is fashioned from 
old underlay, and comes with the unmistakable 
whiff of offal. But help is now at hand thanks to 
top London chef Sam Clark of Moro... 








What steak should I buy from the butcher? 


It's better to get a slightly smaller piece of good 
filet than a huge, tasteless chunk of cheap stuff. 
How do you beat your meat? 

You don’t really need to, even with supermarket 
beef, unless you want to flash fry it or you're 
using a cheap cut. To tenderise it, put it in cling 
film and whack it with a rolling pin. That way, you 
flatten it without tearing. 

What about storage? 

If you're not eating it straight away, don’t let beef 
sit in its own juices as germs can breed. Wrap it up 


For tenderness, filet is hard to beat. Sirloin has 

more flavour, but you sacrifice some tenderness. 

Don't be fooled by pristine red steaks with white 

fat. A good piece of meat will have bits of slightly 

yellow fat running through it. Also, the darker the i | 
meat, the better. — : )

to a butcher you know who gets grass-fed or 

organic beef, because it has more flavour than 

grain-fed cattle. The down side is it usually costs 

about twice the price. 

Surely Asda must have something I can use... 

Try eating supermarket steak with an interesting 

Sauce — a Béarnaise, say, or barbecue it for extra 

flavour. But there's no substitute for a good cut. 


The chefs of the world share their favourite steak recipes 








in the fridge in greaseproof paper to absorb some 
of the juices and let it breathe. Beef keeps for a 
long time, but it doesn’t like to get sweaty. 

Tell us how you'd cook a steak 


Stick loads of salt and pepper on it. If you're 


pushed for time, frying a thicker fillet for three 
minutes each side, or two minutes for a thin 
entrecote is good. You can’t beat a fantastic steak 
with some English mustard. 

And something for the ladies? 

Glaze the pan with a little brandy. Add some 
cream and pickled green peppercorns, fora 
delicious and lightly spicy sauce. And remember, 
you can’t go far wrong with chips — women love

n army marches on its stomach, they say, 
but if the experiences of FHM-reading 
squaddies in Bosnia are anything to go by, 
it'll be lucky if it manages to march as far 
as the barracks’ front gate. When Signalman Dan 
Fallows and his mates were posted alongside the 
Canadian peacekeeping force in the troubled 
province, the least they expected was a bit of 
quality tucker. What they got, says Dan, was a 
microwave oven and “all sorts of gash”. So they 
wrote to us begging for help. 

“All we have,” writes Dan, 
and these ingredients: bread, breakfast cereal, 
cheese spread, Pivo (local beer), HP sauce, maple 
syrup, Mars Bars, mild Canadian cheese, Ryvita 
crackers, tomato ketchup, mayonnaise, fresh 
apple juice, Kiwi fruit, and a few other 
miscellaneous odds and sods.”

INGREDIENTS: 1/2 cup cheese, finely chopped or 
shredded, 1/4 cup mayonnaise, 2 tablespoons 
ketchup, 1 cup Ryvitas, broken into pieces. 

Sprinkle with 
cheese. Microwave on high power for one minute 
or until cheese melts.

How a faulty rubber special effect, petty actor squabbles and a real-life shark 
attack made Jaws the ultimate Seventies suspense thriller...

[though it’s now held up as the film that 
started the whole summer blockbuster 
movie, Jaws was, during its long, 







Hollywood insiders. Constant reports 
emanating from the film’s East Coast location 
screamed of a budget spiralling out of control, 
stars that didn’t get on, and a 26-year-old 
director — the then virtually unknown Steven 
Spielberg — who was in way over his head, close 
to being fired. Spielberg had first picked up the 
book in the office of producers Richard Zanuck 
and David Brown and desperately wanted to 
make it into a film. The trouble was that 
another director was already attached to the 
project, but after a lunch with the producers 
and the book’s author Peter Benchley, he got 
the boot, after constantly referring to a whale 
instead of a shark, and Spielberg was in. 

Brown had once asked Benchley who he 
wanted in the movie - the author replied Paul 
Newman, Steve McQueen and Robert Redford - 
but the seasoned producer didn’t feel it was 
important to go with such costly superstars. 
Spielberg originally offered Lee Marvin the role 
of Quint, the shark hunter that would eventually 
be portrayed by Robert Shaw, but Marvin said 
he'd rather go fishing for real. 

Godfather star Robert Duvall 
wanted to play Quint, but 
Spielberg offered him the role 
of the nerdy scientist Hooper 
instead. He turned it down, as 
did Jon Voight, and eventually “3% 
Richard Dreyfuss came pad 
onboard, joining French 
Connection star Roy Scheider, who 
Spielberg hired as Police Chief Brody 
after meeting him at a Hollywood party. 

Filming began in Martha’s Vineyard, 
Massachusetts, in April 1974 without a 
completed script or working shark. “I thought 
things would go along swimmingly,” Spielberg 
recalled 20 years later. How wrong he was. 
Shooting was scheduled to last around two 
months, a timescale that swiftly went out the 
window as the problems inherent with filming 
in boats on the open sea — bad weather, boats 
sinking — became readily apparent. Part of the 
problem was that the film’s 26-foot 

mechanical shark, nicknamed Bruce after 
Spielberg's lawyer, Bruce Ramer, had been 
designed for use in freshwater, not the 
Atlantic Ocean, and promptly sank when 
first used. In fact, the shark broke down 
so frequently the crew began referring 
P= to the film as Flaws. Days would go by 
with just seconds of usable footage 
being shot. The production dragged on

| and on, winding up at a staggering 159 days, 
with the budget more than tripled. “Jaws was 
my Vietnam,” says Spielberg. “I had no 
satisfaction in the making of the film. I 
thought my career was over.” 

Then there were problems with the actors. 
Dreyfuss and Shaw’s relationship offscreen 
mirrored their combative characters’ on. “I 
consider Robert to be one of the cruellest men 
I ever worked with,” said Dreyfuss, who the 
hard-drinking Shaw picked on mercilessly. 
Ironically, the endless delays only served to 
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improve the movie, allowing the lead 

actors time to flesh out their characters, the 
_ script to be reworked by a variety of writers — to 
this day arguments still rage over who penned 
the film’s now famous USS Indianapolis speech. 
It also forced Spielberg to shoot around the fact 
he didn’t have a shark, making Jaws more a 
suspense thriller by holding back seeing it until 
the last possible moment. 

In the week of Jaws’s release in the 
summer of 1975, serendipity struck. A horrific 
real-life shark attack was reported off the San 
Diago coast. The incident made the cover of 
Time magazine. The public panicked, beaches 
were deserted and everyone went to the 
cinema instead. In just 80 days, Jaws became 
the highest grossing movie of all time, making 
everyone connected to the movie very rich; 
Spielberg had a two-and-a-half per cent cut of 
the film’s $300million profits. The film went 
on to win three Oscars. (MS)

A LONG WAY 
FROM HOME 


When Neil Stevenson found himself 4,000 miles adrift of his Australian 
destination, he thought hitch-hiking couldn’t be that difficult... 


awoke from a deep and blissful sleep, savouring 

fora few minutes the sensation of lying on the bed 

with my eyes shut. Finally, stretching, I sat up to 

greet the new day—only to recoil in horror, Anold 
man was standing over me, with just a filthy pair of 
Y-fronts covering his scrofulous body, Worse, his 
pants were distended into an obscene tent-shape by 
a huge erection, pointing horizontally towards my 
face. “G'day mate,” he croaked in a broad Australian 
accent. “Breaktfast’s ready...” 

I'd thought that travelling the world would 
make me a wiser and better person. But after five 
months wandering around Asia with the shits, | 
admitted defeat and bought a ticket to Australia, 
where I had some relatives. I only had enough 
money to fly to Darwin, on Australia’s north coast. 
Brisbane, where my uncle lived, is on the east. 
There's a road that connects them, winding through 
4,000 kilometres of outback. My plan? Hitch a lift. 

Leaving Darwin's tiny airport at dawn, I found 
the road just outside, and stood on the verge, opti- 
mistically waving my thumb. To my utter amaze- 
ment, the plan worked first time. | flagged down one 
of the huge triple-articulated “Road Train” trucks, 
and by lunchtime, I found myself perched in a cab 
behind ten-foot high kangaroo- 
crusher bars, sitting next a wizened 
Crocodile Dundee clone called Larry. 
And despite being a neo-Nazi who 
listened to country music, he 
seemed a nice enough bloke. 

About six hours out of 
Darwin, we passed some tracks that slewed off the 
side of the road, chewing up the red earth on the 
verges. “That was me on the way up,” announced 
Larry cheerfully. “Fell asleep. Woke up when the 
rig started bouncing off the road. Close one. Do 
you want some pills?” He was offering a handful 
of white tablets. They were a mixture of out-of- 
date diet pills and dodgy anti-congestants— both 
with an ingredient in common: amphetamine.

What's 
the easiest way to solve our dispute, 
so we can get back to having sex as 
quickly as possible?

Unfortunately for you, it’s well 
within the amateur gardener’s 
\ grasp to install a water feature 
in. any garden. And you'll be pleased to 
know it’s quite easy. It’s a good time of 
year to start as well: in spring the ground 
is softer and the blooming plants should 
show the quickest results. 
The ngid, prefab ponds, available 

in a variety of shapes and sizes, are 
the easiest to install, It's just a question 
of digging a hole to accommodate the 
mould, ensuring that it’s level, then 
backfilling the soil around it. Most even 
come with moulded plastic shelving to 
suit most water plants. Otherwise, flexible 
plastic liners enable you to select whatever 


shape or size you want. Reasonably 
durable and inexpensive, PVC or 
polyethylene sheeting is easily repaired 
and ideal for small or medium-sized ponds. 
You'll need a liner measuring the length 
and width of the pool, plus twice the 
maximum depth in both directions. Add 18 
inches each way for safety or if you want a 
few pond shelves. 
An interliner — made of old carpet, 

or several layers of garden fleece - will 
reduce the chance of the liner being 
punctured, Mind you, if your subsoil is 
heavy clay, you won't need sheeting; just 
compact the clay with your feet, smooth 
the sides, then fill with water as before. 
Otherwise, follow this easy procedure to 

_ getting back into your wife’s good books: 








p 1 Position the pond in a level, 
semi-shaded spot, preferably away 
from large trees to avoid autumn 
leaves. Mark the required size and 
shape of the pool - including paving 
- using a garden hose. 





Lay the liner inside, folding 
and tucking to the shelves along the 


way. Weigh down the edges with bricks, 
then fill with water up to the liner rim. 


Cut off any surplus liner - leaving an 


extra 12 inches to go under the paving. 

















With a spade, remove the 
outer nine inches of turf. Dig down 
about six inches, for the edge. The 
next shelf should be nine inches wide, 
for pond plants. Now dig out the rest, 


- to a minimum depth of 13 inches. 


B Lay tit paving on the outer 
edge. If possible, secure with a sand- 
cement mix to hold the sheeting’s 
fold. If you are installing a fountain 
pump, make sure you leave a gap for 
an electrics conduit pipe. 








p 3 After excavation, remove 

| sharp objects and stones from inside 
the pool area, then line it with about 
half an inch of moist sand. Now, using 
_ wooden pegs and a spirit level, ensure 
the pool is level. 





Use the soil anid turf removed 
from the pond to build a rockery. Large 
lumps of granite or pumice with plants 
can look good, and can conceal pumps 


| for fountains. Now stand back and 


admire your achievement.

None of these factors should matter as long as 
you can spot a gap in the publishing market and 
know how to exploit it. This doesn’t mean toiling 
well into the night either —just give over the 
time you would usually devote to Who Wants To 
Be A Millionaire? to jotting down a few notes. No- 
one expects authors to suffer for their art 
anymore and publishers are more than happy to 
throw fat advances at anyone who can convince 
them that they know what they're doing. So to 
become the next Alex Garland or— God forbid — 
Jeffrey Archer, simply follow FHM’s

close to the real people 
that he was basing his 
characters on. “You 
need to stay as 
detached as possible with your research,” he says. 
“The guys I was looking into were very chansmatic 
and very interesting, but I didn’t want it to get to 
the point where I couldn't write something in the 
book about them because I didn’t want to offend 
anyone. I needed to be able to say whatever I 
wanted.” And never think that your research has 
finished as soon you start the novel -— writing 15 
an organic process, so you'll often need to write 
and research at the same time.

“You need to make 
everything else that’s within your control as user- 
friendly as possible.” So if you're serious you'll get 
hold of a second-hand word processor and printer 
— as long as its keys are working and it’s gota 
spell check and word count, that's all you'll need. 
“T found that when I'm writing it's difficult to 
keep my thoughts ordered,” says King. “That's 
why a word processor 1s invaluable because I've 
always got a clean copy in front of me.” Once this 
is done and you finally begin, be careful to check 
the style of your sentences. “A rookie mistake is 
to end up writing in exactly the same style as your 
favounte author,” says King. “If you catch yourself 
writing words that you'd never say in your daily 
life, then you're obviously copying someone else. 
You're trying too hard.” You shouldn't have to use 
your thesaurus for every 
other word and you 
shouldn't be agonising 
for hours over a single 
paragraph — you'll never 
finish a novel wnting 
that way. It has to come 
naturally, so you need to establish the same 
rhythm that you have when you're talking with a 
friend, Say the words you're wnting out loud and

A great way to sharpen your writing style 1s to 
join a writer's course or workshop. The Workers:

Jake Arnott 
was working as a care worker while he was wnting 
The Long Firm: “I know this sounds really sad but 
I often found, and still do, that Saturday night is 
the best time to work because no-one 1s going to 
phone and you can’t phone anyone else. When 
you have another job you have to be incredibly 
disciplined,” continues Arnott. “If you're going to 
succeed, writing your novel should feel as exciting 
as going out. Sitting in on a Saturday is almost 

a test of whether you're writing about the nght 
subject. If you can work when everyone else is 
going out and be consumed by what you re 
writing to the point where you don’t notice until 
you see them all coming home drunk, then you're 
on the right track.” 

If there's no way you can see yourself giving 
up your weekends then you'll have to seize every 
opportunity. “If you think it isn’t worth sitting 
down to write unless you have a free afternoon, 
think again,” says Nigel Watts in his self-help 
book Writing A Novel And Getting Published. “Tt 
may be frustrating to stop before you're ready, 
but at least you'll have something to show for 
your frustration.” One thing you're bound to find

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area — you'll find their addresses at your local 
library. Here you'll meet other people who might 
be experiencing the same difficulties as you and 
who will be able to offer some advice on your 
schedule and feedback on your ideas. 

If you're still having trouble getting off toa 
flying start you should consider a creative writing 
course, either run by the Local Education Authority 
or privately. Again you will find addresses at your 
library but some respected courses are: The Arvon 
Foundation (01409 231338) which runs one-week 
residential courses in Devon, Yorkshire and 
Inverness and the Taliesin Trust (01766 522811) 
which runs four-day and weekend residential 
courses from May to November. Remember that 
just because writing is seen as an “artistic” 
profession, it doesn’t mean you have to keep 
“artistic” hours and write by candlelight. 

“Even now that I can write any way I like,” 
explains Arnott, “I still end up following a rather 
boring nine-to-five schedule because that’s how 
everybody else works.” 


There's no point in rushing headlong into a novel 
without getting your plot sorted out first. It’s 
essential to have a clear idea of where your story 
is heading if you’re going to avoid getting lost 
and disillusioned before you reach the end. 

“I spent about a month on the plot of my 
book,” says Maxted. “You have to plan it with 
precision until you know 
you've got a real story - 
a beginning, middle and 
end, not just a rambling 
senes of events. No 
matter how shallow your 
characters seem to be 
before you start writing, when you immerse them 
in a good plot they'll take on personalities of their 
own, Then your imagination starts to kick in.” 

Neil Taylor, book editor at publisher Weidenfeld 
and Nicolson, says: “You should raise intriguing 
questions and make the readers sweat before they 
get any answers.” Tom Clancy is a master of this, 
withholding information and action for as long as

possible, building up a sense of unease with long, 


drawn-out monologues that crank up the tension. 


Clancy's strategy can last for pages before any 
action kicks in, Alternatively, if you raise a good 
enough question at the beginning of your novel, 
the reader will wade through as many pages as 


you want to find the resolution. “It’s good to have 
something that kicks off the action,” says Maxted. 


But it’s not enough just to have a great

opening. Taylor admits 
that even if an editor 
receives three great 
opening chapters, but 
the wniter only has a 


vague idea of where the 


next 20 chapters 


are heading, it’s unlikely he will get a deal. 
“Publishers rarely throw money into a well,” says 
Maxted. “They want to see that you know where 


you're going, and a completed plot will prove that 


to them. They want to know that all you've got to 


do now is wnte it.” 


In the same way it’s just as important to know 
how to stop as it is how to start. “I had a very 





= 
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clear idea about my ending,” reveals Arnott. “But 
it wasn’t big on drama, it doesn’t have to be. It’s 
almost a mood that you want to end on. The last 
paragraph shouldn't necessarily tell you what 
happens at the end of the story. Look at the last 
paragraphs of some great novels, like Graham 
Greene's Bnghton Rock — it's not telling you that 
everyone lived happily ever after.” 


Although it may grieve you to sign away a chunk 
of the money coming to you, just remember that 
an agent can often sell your book for a much 
healthier advance than you would ever have got 
doing it yourself. “Even if your book is pure genius 
it’s not going to mean much to a publisher when 
you turn up on their doorstep trying to endorse it 
yourself,” says Geller. “However, with an agent, an 
editor knows that they've chosen to represent you 
out of the hundreds of manuscripts they're sent. 
This commitment carries weight.” 

Finding the nght agent isn’t easy, and the best 
place to start is the Association of Authors’ Agents 
(0171-405 9351) who will send you a list of their &

Then visit a big 
bookshop and go to the section you are writing for, 
like “cnme”. Check out the “Acknowledgements” 
page in ten or so books to find out which agents 
have been thanked, then cross reference them 
with your AAA list. You now have a list of agents 
who usually represent your type of book, 

“The next step is to send these agents a 
‘query’ letter,” says Barbara Levy. “This asks the 
agent to review your synopsis or completed 
manuscnpt and consider representing you.” After 
a couple of weeks, look through your responses 
and decide which agent you'd like to be your first 
choice. “Send them the proposal,” continues Levy. 
“Wait to see if you're rejected, then repeat the 
process with the second choice agent and so on 
until someone says yes.” When it comes to the 
agent's cut: “The norm is around 10 to 15 per 
cent,” reveals Geller. “The smaller agencies take 
a bigger cut.” Just make sure that this percentage 
includes administration charges and the cost of 
any work the agent has done on your synopsis or 
manuscnpt. Also you

Barbara Levy says that an agent will know the 
relevant editor to approach. “Good agents are 
friendly with many editors,” she says. “They're on 


| the inside track for information that’s essential for 


the best placement of your book.” 


This is the point when all the work “literally” pays 
off. “The royalty advance is an estimate of the 
number of books the publisher thinks can be sold 
in the first year or two of the book's life,” says 
Neil Taylor. “A figure will be arrived at by looking 
at how similar books have sold previously.” So if 
the last three books on a similar subject to yours 
sold around 20,000 copies in the first year, then 
that's the guideline the publisher will use for your 
novel. To put it in some sort of context, Alex 
Garland’s big-selling holiday read The Beach has 
sold 350,000 copies in the UK. The amount you 
earn on each book sold will be determined in your 
contract, but can be anywhere between 7.5 to 15 
per cent. This will depend on whether the book is 
being published in hardback or paperback. Also, 
the percentage often increases as the quantity of 
books sold increases. 

“It's customary for the publisher to pay you 
half of your advance when you sign and the other 
half on publication,” says Levy. “For larger 
advances, it'll more likely be one third when you 
sign the contract, one third when your manuscript 
1s accepted and the final third on the book's 
publication date.”

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Before acting you were a model. What made you 
decide on a change of career? 

I was really successful at modelling, but I felt 
empty.

Even when doing the 
accounts, Flatley just

charged with conspiracy to assault her manager. 
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The range of James Bond-style options open 
to prying bosses is vast. Pinhole cameras and tiny 
recording devices can be secretly installed at 
desks, in tearooms, and in toilet cubicles. E-mails, 
details of internet usage and voicemails are all 
stored away for easy scrutiny, and staff at major 
corporations like Nestlé and SmithKline 
Beecham even have to wear smart badges which 
monitor their movements around sites. Also, 
more and more employers are fitting satellite 
tracking devices to company vehicles to check 
that your sales conference in Harpenden isn't 
actually a dirty weekend in Bournemouth. 

If that isn’t bad enough, don’t be fooled into 
thinking you can rely on your fellow workers for 
solidarity. With job insecurity so high, many 
employees think the key to survival is to crush 
the will of their colleagues. According to 
research published in January by 
the Andrea Adams Trust, a 
staggering 93 percent of British 
workers say bullying goes on in 
their company. 

Most of the Big Brother-style 
policies are winging their way over 
here from the States. In 1986, only 
20 per cent of American firms had 
drug-testing policies; today more 
than 70 per cent do. In Britain, about eight per 
cent of workers face testing, but that figure is 
growing steadily, even though the techniques are 
often crude and inaccurate. Medical experts have 
discovered that false positives can be caused by 
hundreds of foods and prescription drugs, 
including poppy seeds, tonic water, asthma 
inhalers, ibuprofen, or cold and flu medicines. 

Take the case of John Kinnie, a Ford worker 
from Arizona, who was sacked in 1998 whena 
random drug test apparently showed that he was 
using speed. In fact it was his bronchitis 
medicine which produced the false result, but 
nearly two years on, he has still not been given 
compensation or reinstated. 
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There are some even more alarming 


_ developments to come. A growing number of 
American companies are introducing genetic 


screening to weed out potential recruits deemed 
at risk of diseases which they may —or may not- 
contract in the future. And modern employers 
are not just interested in what their staff get up to 
in and out of the office. They also want to get 
inside their heads to see what they feel. The latest 
craze In recruitment is the EQ—emotional 
quotient — test. As well as having the 
qualifications to do the job, workers are tested for 
skills such as empathy, graciousness and the 


| ability to read a social situation. If their emotions 


don't fit, they could be looking for a different job. 
Personnel directors are raving about the 
technique; others are not so sure. “I don’t think it

Millionaires force pensioner into servitude 
Partially blind farmhand Leslie Bawden got scant 
reward for his 55 years of service when his 
millionaire employers forced him to work fora 
pittance and stole all his savings. 80-year-old 
Bawden had happily worked for wealthy 
Oxfordshire farmer Joe Hillier since 
1932, but when the old boss died in 
1991 and the estate passed into 
the hands of Hillier’s daughter, 
Joan and her son Adrian, Bawden's 
fortunes took a downturn.

s the new millennium dawned, 39- 
year-old Diego Maradona, a full 
four stones heavier than during his 
playing days, lay in the intensive 
care ward of a hospital in Uruguay, 
plugged into a series of life support 





| claimed that he was merely 
suffering from high blood pressure —“he was 
overeating on holiday. He had lots of pork and 
drink” — the sad truth is that sixteen years of 
cocaine addiction had damaged his heart to the 
point where he could drop dead at any moment. 
Leaked medical reports state that substantial 
traces of cocaine were found in his bloodstream, 
and that, if he takes cocaine even just once more, 
it will probably kill him. 

If the hospital had got hold of a 1990 video 
starring Italian hardcore porn actress and MP 
La Cicciolina, and slipped it into the VCR above 
the Argentine’s bed, that would probably have 
finished him off too. In it, the blonde starlet’s 
mission is to ensure that Italy’s main rivals in 
the upcoming World Cup are rendered too 
exhausted to be competitive on the pitch. And 
so we see a bunch of foatball star lookalikes 
given a right royal rogering. All, that is, apart 
from a podgy, sweating Diego Maradona, who's 
too proud to join in, and instead brings himself 
off to a loud climax. The video may not have 
exactly been Oscar-winning material, but the 
image of a bloated, arrogant has-been, pleasing 
himself with no regard for the welfare of 
others, was actually a pretty neat summation of 
the player’s eventual decline.

Incredibly, it was just a few years before that 
the five-foot-four-inch pocket battleship was 
nominated as the greatest footballer ever to 
play the game. He had put in some spectacular 
performances as part of Argentina’s 1986 World 
Cup-winning team and he was the toast of 
southern Italy, where he played his club 
football for Napoli. Great players such as 
George Best and Paul Gascoigne are often cited 
as men who fell from grace, who wasted their 
talents and were misled by people 
masquerading as friends. But compared to 
Diego Maradona and his world of drugs, drink, 
prostitutes, guns, Mafia and madness, not to 
mention the squandering of several fortunes, 
their lives have been virtually problem-free. 

Maradona grew up in the most 
impoverished suburb of Buenos Aires, » 
an area so rough that the police saw no 
point in building astation. He was 
given a football by an uncle when he 
was just three years old, and the ball 
and his foot soon became inseparable — 
his juggling and shooting skills were 
instantly noted by family and friends. 
Even though he hadn't been walking for 
more than a couple of years — just 
before receiving the ball he'd 
tottered and fallen into the 
family cesspit and nearly 
drowned in their shit — the 
gift was clearly there, and 
the family realized he 
could be their ticket out of 
the squalor. Aged eight, 





, | hesigned up to the youth wing of Argentinos 


Juniors, then a first division side. On arrival, 
however, the youth trainer noted that the kid was 
exceptionally small, almost dwarf-like. It was at 
this point that Maradona first became aware of 
the power of drugs. Off he was sent to Cacho 
Paladino, aman who claimed to be a doctor, and 
who specialized in building up the bodies of 
boxers using injections of vitamins and drugs. The 
trainer told the doc: “You fix him. This boy’s going 
to grow up to be astar.” The little fellow quickly 
beefed up, at a long term cost to his health that’s 
incalculable. Throughout his professional career, 
Maradona was especially prone to injuries, far 
more so than other players, and it’s clear that this 
was exacerbated by the attempt to force growing 
limbs to develop faster in those early years. He also 
came to rely on drug injections to soothe the pain: 
the insides of his knees regularly had to be scraped 
to get rid of the residue from hundreds of 
injections of the painkiller, cortisone. 

But by the time he was 10, Diego was already a 
star in Argentina. He regularly appeared on TV, 


juggling a ball one week, a bottle the next, an 
orange the week after. At half time during 
Argentinos Juniors games, he'd entertain the 
| crowd with his skills. At r1, he had his first taste of 
the high life, when he and his team stayed ina 
hotel in Uruguay during a youth tournament. He 
ordered room service, rather than come down for 
breakfast, an early sign of what was to come. 
Argentinos Juniors, like the boy's family, were 
only too aware of what a commodity they had, 
and when bigger clubs came sniffing around, they 
were told he wasn't for sale. To keep him sweet, on 
| his 15th birthday, the club bought an apartment 
| for the whole Maradona family. Papa gave up his 
| job crushing animal bones at the bonemeal 
factory, and dedicated himself to ensuring that his 
meal ticket was looked after. 
In this he was helped by their next-door 
neighbours in the block. One of these 
neighbours, Coco Villafane, a taxi driver, 
sensing the money-earning potential of 
the squat teenager, made sure that his 
daughter Claudia be thrown together 
with him whenever possible. It worked: 
they later married and have two 
daughters. The entourage around 
Maradona grew further: he 
appointed Jorge 
Cyterszpiler, just two 
years his senior, to 
manage his financial 
affairs. Jorge’s 22-year- 
old brother, a 
promising footballer, 
had died five years > 
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previously, having been kicked with extreme force 
in the testicles. Jorge studied economics at the 
University of Buenos Aires, and would be at 
Diego's side for the next ten years. 

Having become the youngest player to turn out 
for a premier league side anywhere in the world — 
ten days shy of his 16th birthday — Maradona soon 
became the youngest international, and the 
Argentine media went into overdrive. In 1978, 
Argentina was hosting the World Cup finals. 
Amnesty International had urged a boycott of the 
tournament on account of the appalling human 
rights record under the military junta that ruled 
the country. And 17-year-old Maradona wasn't 
picked for the squad, because, according to 
manager Cesar Luis Menotti, he wasn't

In 1982, after the collapse of the military 
regime following the Falklands War, Maradona 
was off, signing to Barcelona in a deal that would 
earn him $70,000 per month plus bonuses, not to 
mention the sponsorship deals that Cyterszpiler 
was setting up with the likes of Puma, McDonalds, 
and Coca-Cola. With him went his entourage, 
immediately dubbed “the Maradona Clan” by the 
Spanish media. And then the real problems began. 

The pressure was now on for Diego and his 
cronies: they were no longer at home, they were in 





a city where footballing success meant everything, 
and where games against Real Madrid, historically 


emotionally mature enough to deal with the 
possibility of losing. When told the news, the 


youngster threw a huge tantrum and threatened to 
quit the game. After the tournament, though, with 
his game still improving, Menotti could no longer 
ignore Maradona, and nor could the military 
regime. Successful football teams kept 
the people happy, they reasoned, and 
so they did their darndest to keep the 
wonder kid in the country, 
performing for his fellow Argentines 
each week. Offers were coming in 
from all over the world, so the 
government siphoned off taxes to 
Argentinos Juniors so they could 

pay the little genius more and 

keep him sweet. 
Hooligans in the 
pay of the

supported by followers of fascist dictator Franco, 
constituted little short of war. Shortly before he left 
Argentina, there'd been a number of kiss’r' tell 
stories in newspapers linking Maradona with 
various pneumatically endowed women, 
including “The Argentine Raquel Welch”, a 
stripper then performing in a show 
called Circus Sexy. Maradona was 
becoming paranoid about the press, 
and it didn’t help when the great 
Brazilian star Pele announced that, “My 
main doubt is whether he has the 
sufficient greatness as a person to 
justify being honoured bya 
worldwide audience.” 
Having spent a fortune 
on him, Barcelona

from their new signing. The fans were expectant, 
certain that the new saviour would deliver great 
things. Instead, there followed a succession of 
injuries, which Maradona refused to have treated 
by the Spanish club’s doctors. Instead he brought 
in an old friend, a Dr Oliva, who relied on 
cortisone injections and stirring up the little 
man’s emotions. Maradona had instantly rubbed 
his bosses up the wrong way, anda pattern had 
emerged. Like many precocious sportsmen, he 
needed to be surrounded by yes-men, people 
who would never disagree with him on any 
matter, let alone go against him. He also wasn't 
too keen on the day-to-day drudgery of training, 
believing himself to be above such chores. His 
weight ballooned, and the Spanish press hada 
field day. Rumours of orgies with prostitutes 
abounded, a lay-off with viral hepatitis was 
interpreted as a dose of the clap, and there were 
whisperings of drug abuse. Maradona denied it 
all, even though this was the time when he 
became a frequent coke user—he even had the 
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audacity to make an anti-drugs ad for local TV. 
The blazered officials at the club demanded that 
he curtail his nocturnal activities, but he 
responded with unashamed truculence, saying: 
“T'll go out wherever I want. The life I lead 
outside the club shouldn't be of concern to 
anyone, as long as it doesn’t damage my capacity 
as an athlete and a player.” 

Actually, the biggest threat to his career at 
this stage was a crunching, studs-up foul by 
Atletico Bilbao defender Goikoetscea, 
henceforth nicknamed the Butcher Of Bilbao. It 
put Maradona out of action for three months, 
and he never fully recovered, requiring a left 
boot several sizes larger than the right for the 
rest of his career. Without football he wasa 
bomb with a short fuse, and during his time off 
he veered from coke hysteria to deep depression, 
staring blankly at the TV all day with the 
curtains closed. When he returned to the game, 
he suffered from terrible backache, which 
resulted in yet more cortisone injections. He was 
also in dire financial straits, brought about by his 
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money coming in, a result of his frequent injuries 
and the constant threat of scandal in the press. 
What they needed, reasoned Cyterszpiler, was a 


hefty signing-on fee'via a transfer to another club. 


The best way to do this was to upset the 
Barcelona directors so much that they had no 
choice but to let him go. And so, in an Interview 
with a newspaper, Maradona described the proud 
Catalan people who paid his wages, as “sons of 
bitches”. The final straw came in another game 
against Atletico Bilbao. Beforehand, Maradona 
goaded the opposition manager, Sefior Clemente, 
saying: “He hasn't got the balls to look me in the 
eye and call me stupid.” Clemente responded: 
“Maradona is both stupid and castrated. It’s a 
shame that a player like him who earns so much 
money has no human qualities whatsoever.” 
After the game, Maradona punched a Bilbao 


player to the ground, before being set upon once 


again by his old pal Goikoetscea. Finally, 
the Barcelona board realised that 
Maradona had to go. 

With a handsome signing-on fee of 
$6.4 million, in 1984 he moved to Napoli, 
a struggling southern Italy side. The 
following four years witnessed 
Maradona at his peak on the 
pitch. His ability to outwit and 
out-dribble whole teams week 
in, week out resulted in 
Napoli winning their first 
ever Italian league 
championship, and 
Argentina the 1986 World 
Cup. En route, Argentina 
defeated England, with 
Maradona scoring twice,

firstly with the notorious “Hand Of God” goal, 
when he fisted the ball over Peter Shilton, and then 


when he left half the England team for dead. 
However, even during these glory days, there 
were demons lurking in the shadows. 


_ Throughout his Napoli period, the Argentine 


and his unquestioning entourage were heavily 
involved with the Camorra, the local Mafia, 


whose influence infiltrated virtually every aspect 


of Neapolitan life. The money that Napoli 
amassed to sign Maradona was partly raised by 
the Camorra, and as soon as he arrived, the mob 
made sure that they hooked up with him. They 
demanded that all merchandise sold locally be 


_ organised by them, an offer Cyterszpiler couldn't 













refuse. They provided Maradona with cocaine 
and prostitutes, while in return, just like the 
military junta back home, they basked in his 
reflected glory. While the Camorra ran the 
city, Maradona could carry on snorting and 
whoring with impunity. But when, finally, 
| in 1990, the authorities made a concerted 
attempt to bring the criminals to justice, it 
was claimed by members that the mob

‘\ Long before then, though, 
he'd continued the habit of 
blotting his copybook with 
local fans. Just when he 
should have been revelling 
in the glory of the World 
Cup victory and success for 
Napoli, a young woman 
called Cristiana Sinagra 
announced that she'd given 
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birth to his son. Though the affair had been 
known to many, Maradona denied responsibility. 
In southern Italy, where family is everything, this 
wasn't well received. Claudia gave birth to their 
first daughter shortly afterwards, and when 
mother and child were booed by the crowd at the 
Napoli stadium, Maradona threw another 


| | tantrum, threatening to quit the club. He also 


took to storming into newspaper offices and 

reading the riot act to any journalists he felt were 

being critical. In one case he stuffed a piece of 

| newspaper down a writer's throat. The fans were 
tiring of his injuries and outbursts, and they 

weren't too happy about the kitsch extravagance 

| of his and Claudia’s wedding ceremony, for 

| which the couple jetted back to Buenos Aires. 
Her dress cost $30,000, he punched a cameraman 

_ on the way to the service, and Italian papers 
reported that bowls full of cocaine were provided 

| on tables at the reception, along with prostitutes. 

By now, his cocaine abuse was resulting in 
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acts of true lunacy. A couple of months before 
the r990 World Cup tournament began, he took 
| five pot shots with an air rifle at journalists 


| outside the gates of his mansion. “If you don't get 


out of here, we will start shooting real bullets!” 
he yelled, as members of his clan made wanker 
signs at the press-men. “You are a bunch of 
shitheads!” With the World Cup imminent, 
though, and national glory paramount, President 
Carlos Menem of Argentina had a quiet word 
with the journalists and investigating 
magistrate, and the fuss died down. 

But at the tournament itself in Italy, the 
madness continued. As the national anthems 
were played before one game, he could be seen 
mouthing the words “sons of bitches”. He also 


| claimed that the draw for matches had been 


fixed by the authorities. This coincided with the 
drive against organized crime in Naples, and as 
the fear lifted and people dared to speak out 
about the Camorra, his name was continually 
linked with drug-taking and dealing, and with 

| prostitution. A Brazilian prostitute called Susy 
announced that he’d paid her $800 for sex 

| without condoms. “He particularly liked sucking > 
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my big toe,” she said. Of two prostitutes he spent 
a night with in 1991, Maradona admitted: “! 
didn’t find the girls attractive or efficient.” But 
that didn’t put him off hiring 30 call girls for 
5300 each a couple of years later. But before any 
of the cases came to court, he fled, having tested 
positive for cocaine twice. Four weeks later, back 
in Argentina, he was woken in a friend’s house 
by the police. Next to him was a bag containing 
several grams of coke, A period of therapy 
followed, but he ended up thinking that the 
shrinks were out to turn him into a vegetable. 
Unsurprisingly, Diego Maradona’s football 
career was on the point of collapse. Somehow, the 
Spanish club Seville was persuaded to buy him, 
but the now tubby, permanently paranoid player 
only turned out 26 times for them. He left after a 
violent dressing room fight with the team 
manager, who substituted him midway through 
a game. “We beat the shit out of each other” 
Maradona later announced. The last throw of the 
dice came in the 1994 World Cup finals in the 
USA. A slimmer, trimmer Maradona, captaining 
his country, led them toa 4-0 victory over Greece. 
After scoring, he violently rushed up toa TV 
camera and roared. Maradona was back. Buta few 
days later, he was gone again, having failed 
another drugs test. His personal physician, a 
former bodybuilder who'd been embroiled in the 
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world of anabolic steroids, had injected him with 


a five-drug cocktail, comprised mainly of 
stimulants — hence the animated response to 
scoring. Maradona, now beyond reasoning, 
claimed that the CLA had somehow got the drugs 
into him as part of a plot masterminded by the 


football authority FIFA. His punishment was a 15- 


month ban from playing the game —so he 


| decided to have a crack at management in 


Argentina. It was a disaster. The first club he 


helmed was relegated, and in the final game he 
screamed at the referee, “You're a thief anda liar,a 
gutless coward without balls.” At his next club, he 
disappeared on a four-day drink and drug binge. 

The pattern was repeated on several 
occasions. In 1997, he trained with disgraced 
sprinter Ben Johnson, promising that he’d soon 
be back to his best. But the Argentine fans, who 
will never fully turn their backs on him, and for 
whom he has always been a new Evita Peron, still 
pray for his rehabilitation. And yet he ruins it 
every time. The man who became his family’s 
breadwinner in his teens, who spent his life 
being used by governments, shady advisers, 
greedy future fathers-in-law, the mafia and 
football club chairmen, simply can't raise his 
game anymore. On a recent phone-in show in 
Argentina, with every call concerning the 
seriously ill icon, the host announced: “He 
represents the glory and tragedy of the nation. 
One moment he can be covered in glory, the next 
he is in despair. He is genuine Argentine.” To add 
further to the pressures that have all but killed 
him, a bunch of callers gleefully announced that 
once the little man is better, they want him to 
return to one of his former clubs, Boca Juniors, as 
player/coach. “He will save us!” they whooped, 
failing to realize that Diego Maradona has a far 
harder task on his hands: saving himself.

The top brass at the War Office lived up to their

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“entirely without military value”. Their main 
objections were that “no pilot would be able to 
see anything at 30mph because the windspeed 
would blind him”, and that long missions “would 
be impossible because an aeroplane would need 
too heavy a supply of coal” to power it. 


Top brass too polite for war 

One of the main problems with generals is that 
they tend to be toffs, more interested in concepts 
like “fair play” and “tiffin” than the serious 
business of war. A neat example is Sir Kingsley 
Wood who was Secretary For The RAF at the start 
of World War II. When asked to organise a 
bombing raid on the Black Forest in Bavaria, he 
objected with the words, “Are you aware it is 
private property?” 


Drunken wire confusion 

During the Jameson raid, a precursor to the 

turn of the 20th Century Boer War, secrecy 

was dependent on cutting the enemy’s lines of 
communication. Regrettably, the soldiers in 
charge of this vital operation got drunk on looted 
wine and, instead of snipping the telegraph cable, 
cut a fence wire by mistake.

CARL FOGARTY 


The world number one superbike racer on being crap at wheelies, upsetting ramblers and minging leathers... 


33-YEAR-OLD CARL FOGARTY HAS WON THE 
World Superbike Championship — for 
machines over 500CC ~ an unprecedented 
four times, including the last two 
Championships. Britain’s most successful 
individual sportsman of recent years, he was 
awarded the OBE in 1998, and draws crowds 
well in excess of 100,000 when he races in 
the UK. He lives a couple of miles outside 
Blackburn, with his wife Michaela and their 
two daughters. He rides a 750CC Ducati. 


For the greatest racer ever, your nickname - 
Foggie — doesn’t exactly sound very heroic? 
[I get called cunt, too. And bastard. 
Are you unpopular on the circuit? 
I've said a lot of bad things in the past about 
other riders. I said they were crap, that I was 
better than them, that their bikes were great 
but that they were crap riders. The thing is, by 
saying those things, it meant I put pressure on 
myself to win. I had to prove that what I said 
was true by going out and beating them. The 
other riders hated me — they said I was talking 
out of my backside. But it was around 1994-5 
when I was saying really bad stuff, and I won 
the world title both years. So it worked. 
Will you still be as competitive when you're 
riding a Thundersley Invacar in your dotage? 
Yeah, absolutely. I have to win at whatever I'm 
doing — it’s fear of losing that drives me on. Like 
at Christmas when you play table football and 
you have to team up with someone —if I’m on 
the losing team it’s always because the other 
person's fuckin’ useless. It’s never my fault! But 
with biking, at the age I am, I know that the 
time when I will lose is getting closer and clos- 
erevery year, I could afford to retire, but that's 
not the point. There'll be such a big hole to fill, 
because bikes have always been my life. 
Does it piss you off that, no matter how well 
you perform, accolades like the BBC Sports 
Personality Of The Year award always end up 
going to some pasty tennis player or golfer? 
Basically, to win BBC Sports Personality Of The 
Year, you have to lose and bea nice guy. I've got 
no chance, because I win and I’m not anice guy. 
Like in 1998, Michael Owen won it. NowT've got 
great respect for Michael Owen, he's a brilliant 
footballer, but I think even he was embarrassed. 
He won forscoring a goal in a game that wasn’t 
even a semi-final. I'm not bothered, though. 
As a nipper, did you stick plastic rulers in 
the spokes of your pushbike to make it 
sound like it had an engine? 
I think I probably did, yeah! I had a Chopper 
when I was young, but my dad raced bikes, sol 
was on one from the age of seven. I used to jump 
over my mates, who'd be lying down on the 
pavement — like Evel Knievel with the buses. 
Were you also a fan of the BBC's Junior 
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Kickstart, presented by Peter Purves? 
I remember it, but trials riding was never my 
thing. I did motocross for a couple of years when 
[was about 14, and I didallright ata local level, 
but as soon as I went road-racing, I knew that 
was what I wanted to do. Having said that, 
I don’t normally ride my bike onthe roads when 
I'm not racing — it'd be like taking my work 
home with me. I go off-road in the Lake District. 
Doesn't that upset the hordes of ramblers on 
their walks? 
Oh yeah, all the time. They're a 
nightmare, even though we do 
it totally by the rules — slowing 
down when we see them and all 
that. Why they don’t just go for 
a walk round the shopping cen- 
tre or something like that, 
I don't know. People who walk 
are sad, aren't they? They've got 
to be to go walking in the first 
place - they’ve obviously got 
nothing else in their lives. 
Are you the type of grease 
monkey who’s always got 
filthy, dismantled bikes in your bathroom? 
No. I can’t stand messing with bikes. I can’t 
even stand touching them. I just want to ride. 
When they re out doing motorcross, most ofthe 
riders love taking their machines to bits and 
messing with them, but [just want to ride them 
round corners fucking fast. I don’t even like 
cleaning them. But then I've never been a 
traditional kind of biker. 
Who'd win in a race, you on your bike or 
Michael Schumacher in his Formula One car? 
He would, fairly easily. We’ve got the same top 
speed, but the difference is in the cornering. 
They corner like a go-kart, we don’t. With four 
wheels, you brake so much later. But one big 
difference between bikes and cars is that if 
you've got the fastest car, and you qualify in 
pole position, no-one can get past you during 
the race. Ifyou do get close, apparently the shit 
that comes off the car in front fucks up your car. 
So it’s down to who's got the best car ~ where- 
as with bikes it’s much more down to the rider. 
How far can you do a wheelie? 
I’m not that good at wheelies, to be honest. I 
can do them quite well on a race bike, because 
there’s so much power. I know some mechan- 
ics who can wheelie forever, but then again, on 
a race track they don’t know which way to go. 
When you phone for car insurance, do they 
slap on extra charges because of what you do? 
My premium’s certainly alot higher than aver- 
age! It’s huge. But that’s probably more because 
I've been banned twice, both times for speed- 
ing. I've been a good boy these past two years, 
so I’m down to zero points, I think. I love 
driving round with the roof down, playing

music. The only problem with being on a bike is 
that, no matter how hot itis, you still have to 
wear the leathers, If you just wear a T-shirt and 
you come off, you're fucked. 
Do you make sure you change your biking 
leathers for each race so you don’t stink like 
a Hell’s Angel? 
No. Last season I wore the same set all the way 
through, for the first time. They were a good set 
~ slightly baggy rather than the really tight, 
made-to-measure ones. They were 
alright after I'd left them to dry. 
Motorcycle couriers often claim 
they could beat a professional 
rider in a race through city 
traffic. Do you reckon you 
could hack it delivering 
packages round town? 
Given the right bike, I reckon I'd be 
pretty good, nipping in and out of 
cars. In fact after I retire, that’s 
what I might do, to fill that huge 
hole in my life. 
When we see you taking a cor- 
ner on TV, it looks like your leg’s 
so low your kneecap could get whipped off. 
How close to the ground do you actually get? 
The knee is actually touching the floor. That's 
the way [judge myniding Limits. There’s a bit of 
a scraping noise, and when it rains I have 
problems, because I can’t get my knee right 
down or I'd skid off. 
There’s a massive amount of money in 
motorsport. So how come the crash barriers 
consist of just a few bales of hay and some 
tyres, Can't they invent something better? 
The barriers are a lot better than they were ten 
years ago. You still get a couple of dangerous 
circuits, but most of them now have these big 
air fences which are pumped up a couple of days 
before the race, so if you're going to hit any- 
thing, it'll be a huge bag of air. But ifI was in 
charge, there'd be no barriers at all — the best 
thing ifyou crash is to slide onto the open grass 
and keep sliding until you come to a stop. The 
last thing you want to do when skidding along 
on your arse is to career into something! 
At what age did you last make motorbike 
noises while running around the house? 
I still do — but I haven't quite mastered the 
Ducati noise yet. The current one’s more ofa 
cross between a Norton and a Triumph. 
Finally, if you were in a terrible accident, 
would you like to be rebuilt bionically so you 
can be part man, part bike? 
I wouldn't mind if] had a few titanium rods and 
that sort of stuff keeping me together, but a 
motor and wheels? Then I'd be freak of nature!

The history The first World Championship 
Brazilian Grand Prix was held at Interlagos in 
1973. After a spell at a rival track in Rio, the 
race returned to a new and improved 
Interlagos in 1990. 

The track The revamp saw the track shortened 
from five to 2.66-miles and generally 
modernised, but pit facilities are still the most 
primitive of the season. Running round a lake | 
in the suburbs of Sao Paulo, Interlagos has 
some fast corners but is best known for its 
bumpy surface. The 80,000 punters get a great 
view as most of the track is in a natural bowl. 





































The danger The fast corners were by-passed 


during the track's re-jig, and now wide run-off 


areas make it relatively safe — except for the 
last turn before the pits. Last year, however,

Silverstone, Northants —

The basics Bernie Ecclestone has thrown decades 
of tradition away by switching the British GP from 
July to April.

Silverstone can be cold 
and bleak even in the summer, so prepare for arctic 
conditions if you're going. 

The history A former WWII bomber base, 
Silverstone hosted the first ever World Champion- 
ship race in May 1950, so this is as close as you can 
get to the 50th anniversary of Formula 1.

The danger Some drivers get frustrated by the

The basics One of the greatest events in motor 
sport, the Italian GP’s charged atmosphere is 
propelled by Ferrari’s devoted fans, the “Tifosi”, 
whose mad fervour for the red cars borders on 
the frightening. 

The history Since 1950 the Italian GP has left 
Monza just once — in 1980, when it went to Imola. 
Not far from bustling Milan, Monza is one of the 
most chansmatic venues on the calendar. Rich in 
history, it opened in 1922 and has seen a host of 
legendary races — and a lot of tragedy. Part of the 
track used to be banked, but these days it’s all 
fast straights and tight chicanes. 

The track The many long straights and unusually 
fast corners ensure that the 3.58-mile track is all 
about bhp (brake horse power) and slippery 
aerodynamics. However, cars also have to be able 
to bounce through the three chicanes effectively, 
because that’s where time can be lost. Speeds will 
never be as fast as 30 years ago, before the 
chicanes were introduced. Back in 1971, the 
average speed was a nippy 160mph. 
The dangers Monza has claimed some 


great drivers, including Jochen Rindt (1970) and 
Ronnie Peterson (1978). It’s a much safer place 
now, but there are still a few turns where a 
mistake or car failure can lead to serious trouble. 
The open first chicane usually sees a lot of low- 
speed tomfoolery as drivers try to squeeze down 
the inside of the track. 

The form Ferrari always manages to find 
something special for the team’s biggest race.of 
the year, but in 1999 McLaren’s Mika Hakkinen 
looked well set until he chucked it off the road, 
allowing Jordan’s Heinz-Harald Frentzen to score 
a surprise win. The track is hard on machinery, so 
a heavy casualty rate can allow the lesser lights to 
grab some glory.

Frenchman Louis Delage fitted one to 
his car at the 1911 Grand Prix. It finally made it 
into mass production in the early Eighties.

eet F1’s workaholic boss - the man who 
MI once bought himself a hotel so he had 

‘something to do while on holiday... 
He doesn’t own a single team or track, and 
yet, as head of Formula One Holdings, 
69-year-old Bernie Ecclestone runs the whole 
Grand Pnx commercial operation - from 
television coverage right down to the colour of 
the toilet roll at race meetings. And while he’s 
often thought of as a control freak, he’s unlikely 
to care — an estimated £2.4 billion fortune 
makes him Britain's most wealthy resident. 

The pint-sized mogul’s first foray into F1 
came in the late Fifties, when he bought the 
struggling Connaught team. But after one of 
his drivers died, Ecclestone quit racing and 
returned to his earlier business, spending 
the Sixties making his fortune in property 
and finance. In 1971, however, he returned 
to the racetrack, snapping up the Brabham 
team for a bargain £100,000. 

Throughout the Seventies, Ecclestone’s 
lackadaisical fellow owners were more than 
happy to sit back and let him take control, and 
he began to hammer the sport into shape. 
Teams were obliged to enter all Grand Prix 
races, and TV bosses were told to televise all 
races, or none atall. Twenty-five years on, and 
Fil teams still profit from Ecclestone’s business 
nous. Both Williams and Benetton won 
championships in the Nineties after he advised 
them to sign Jacques Villeneuve and Michael 
Schumacher respectively — meanwhile 
Ecclestone benefited by way of some fiercely 
competitive title races. | 

As with any powerful businessman, it’s 
unwise to cross Ecclestone unless you're 
prepared to take a slapping. When ITV got 
embroiled in a contract row last year, they 
were denied live coverage of the Austrian 
and French Grand Prix qualifying rounds, The 
little man gave an even more convincing 
demonstration of his power when, in 1997, 
the Belgian government considered banning 
tobacco advertising. Ecclestone countered by 
threatening to take away the country’s Grand 
Prix if the law changed — a move which would 
have cost the nation 1.2 billion francs a year.

It's taken Bernie Ecclestone nearly a decade to 
put another viable American deal together, 
having toyed with Miami, San Francisco and Las 
Vegas. Indianapolis has run its famous 500 mile 
race since 1911, and the name should ensure a 
healthy crowd.

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ive a British schoolboy a clout around the ear and

After 
reprimanding the scamp for using the term “rape and 
pillage” in public, you'll concede that, sadly, even as 
a mature adult you know little more about the icy 
scandinavian landmass than your tiny-testicled juvenile friend. Think 
Norway, think snowy-whiskered brutes inflicting murderous pain on 
foreigners. And that’s about it, 

In keeping with this local tradition, Aqua singer Lene Nystrom has a 
penchant for brutalising innocent strangers, too — thanks to her piercing 
squeaky voice, which is as much a part of the whole Aqua sound as their 
catchy EuroPop hooks. Yet Lene can sing like an angel — as proved on the 
1998 single Turn Back Time. And as well as redeeming herself further in this 
exclusive FHM photoshoot, the flame-haired beauty is even big enough 
to admit that their hideous Barbie Girlsong might just have been a little bit, 
well, annoying... 

“Oh man, I've hated that song,” she tells FHM. “But I’ve just gone full 
circle and started to like it again. The worst thing for us was when we went 
to America when the song was a big hit — we were being sued by the makers 
of Barbie dolls; every journalist was asking about Barbie, and people were 
dressing up their kids like Barbie and Ken to meet us. It was disgusting. We 
played in New Jersey for a radio show and I was so fed up with the thing! went 
on and yelled, ‘Who the fuck is Barbie?’

She’s worked ina bar, she 
co-presented a Norwegian TV game show (“It was my job to turn the cards 
over,” she explains). She had a fling with gap-toothed A-ha warbler Morten 
Harket, and she's even been a model. She hated it. 

“You're a piece of meat,” she huffs. “They talk as if you're not there, and 
it's nota healthy business to be in. When I was 16,1 was with a group of four 
girls who did modelling shows together, and a photographer fooled us into 
taking our clothes off. When you're 16 you don't have much experience and 
if someone is good at talking you around to something it’s hard to say, ‘No.’ 
remember that I didn’t feel comfortable doing the pictures at all, but I learned 
from it. They weren't porn pictures — they were beautiful — but I do regret it.” 

She’s laughing now, though. When FHM meets up with her the day after

What's it like having to share a dressing room with three blokes? 
Well, we're not really bothered by nudity. I think that with the guys it’s like 
being marred — sometimes we love each other, sometimes we hate each other 
and sometimes I find them attractive and sometimes they find me attractive. 
There’s a degree of curiosity, too. You hear a girlfriend say, “He’s got a big one.” 
Or, “He’s got a small one,” and you want to check it out, you know? 
And do they look at you, too? 
Of course they do — they’re always touching my tits and touching my bum, but 
it’s OK.

My friends are always saying, “You'll have to stop that, 
Lene.” But I’m just being me. DoI have a trick? Well, I use my eyes a lot. 
Some people say I use my mouth a lot, too. But I often don’t even think about 
it — you can walk down the street and catch someone’s eye and that’s it, 
you're quite happy for the rest of the day. It doesn’t have to be much. 
How about fans? If a male fan whipped off his shirt and had a tattoo of your face 
on his chest, would you be chuffed? 
Oh God, he would be a psycho and I'd stay well away from him. I get a lot of 
lesbians attracted to me —I seem to appeal to them. They say, “We know 
you're a lesbian but you don’t know it yet. When you know it, let us know!” 
It's flattering — but I’m convinced I’m not gay. I can kiss a girl once in a while, 
but there’s nothing in the closet! 
We were quite upset to learn that a lot of the tatts you've been seen sporting 
in band pictures are fakes... 
I've got a few real ones — and Id happily have some more. I just got a piercing 
in my nipple, and when you start with something like that you always want 
more. I got my nipple done in Soho. The needle thing didn’t hurt - I can take 
a lot of pain — but it was funny because the guy doing it was a big Hell's Angel 
type and I didn’t want to show him any fear at all. But it’s still a bit sore. 
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Do you feel sexy with it? 
Oh, I feel so sexy with it. When you have small breasts I think it’s all right, but 
when you've got really big ones it seems a bit more vulgar. 
Do you give it a twiddle in bed? 
Ha-ha! No — I'll leave that to my boyfriend. 
Have you considered a boob job? 
Yeah, of course. I actually went to talk to a doctor about it. I would never have 
big, big breasts, but I sometimes feel like I’d like a bit more for when I'm wearing 
dresses. The doctor said I was fine for the operation — he said I could have up 
to 350 grams — that’s a lot. Much more than a handful! But I don’t think 
I'll bother — it’s better having small breasts when you're onstage, rocking out.

One night, one of these guys really came on to me while I was working, but 
I was tired and not interested, and he just kept coming on to me — every time 
I passed he went for my bum.

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THE PRISON OFFIGER 


Prison warder Duncan Keys on X-raying cakes, flipping the switch and prisoners in magnetic boots... 


How did you get started in the job? 
I saw a job advert and applied. I had no idea 
what it involved. I just wanted to be working. 
And I've loved every minute of it. 

You’ve worked at Wormwood Scrubs for 11 

years: what's a typical day like? 
It starts at 7.30am with a roll check — I look 
through the spyhole of each cell and kick the 
door to getaresponse. There's no slopping out 
anymore, we've replaced the pot with a lavato- 
ry—they still have to use it in front of their cell- 
mates though. Throughout the 
day, you accompany inmates to 
exercise or visits or medical 
treatment, There used to be 25 
to 30 officers in a wing of 350 
prisoners, now it's only 14, 

Twenty-seven officers have 

been suspended from duty at 

Wormwood Scrubs after 

inmates accused them of 

assault: it seems you have to be 

a bit of a thug to do the job... 
If you looked at the records of 
the staff, you'd know that none 
ofthem are thugs. There are vio- 
lent incidents in prison and sometimes we have 
to respond with violence, but it’s done using 
control and restraint techniques that reduce 
the risk of injury. They're based on aikido and 
can be extremely painful. 

What restraint are you allowed to use if a 

prisoner tries to escape? 
Whatever force is necessary, so long as it’s rea- 
sonable. If they're armed, you shit yourself, 
then raise the alarm. Firearms have been smug- 
gled in — at Brixton, one came in the sole of a 
trainer. At Wormwood Scrubs, two or three pris- 
oners went over the wall one weekend when 
there was only one officer on duty. They tied 
him up and used his cutter to get through a bit 
of the fence, then used ladders from the works 
department to climb the outer wall. 

Do you feel dirty having to manhandle child 

molesters and rapists? 
No, because when you put on a uniform, you 
become detached from the real world. Myjob is 
to treat all prisoners the same. I spoke to one 
member of a paedophile gang in a vain attempt 
to get him to reveal where the body of a child 
was. He was later murdered in another prison. 
We also had Colin Ireland in, who killed five gay 
men in 1993, He told us about the satisfaction 
he got from murdering his victims but that he 
wouldn't be killing anyone else because all the 
anger had gone out of him. It's bizarre having 
these conversations with prisoners. 

How many prisoners shouldn't really be 

inside at all? 
Five per cent of convicts are probably innocent, 
plus a lot of remand prisoners. People who 
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haven't paid fines shouldn't be in prison, They 
should be doing unpaid community work. 
Does the system itself corrupt prisoners? 
Absolutely. Drug use is completely widespread. 
We do strip-searches of prisoners but don’t 
enquire into any orifices otherthan the mouth, 
nose and ears. A doctor can look up their arse 
but most are reluctant due to the risk of being 
charged with assault. An awful lot of prisoners 
come in clean and go out as addicts. 
What's the most ingenious method you've 
discovered of smuggling in an 
item for an inmate? 
We've had heroin put inside a nappy. 
Very few officers are going to search 
a nappy while the baby’s wearing it. 
If prisoners receive drugs in the vis- 
its room, it’s normally done witha 
kiss. When someone takes angel 
dust, they gain almost super-human 
strength. We needed 12 officers to 
get handcuffs on one lad. 
If a prisoner’s mum sends in a 
cake, do you search it for files? 
Prisoners aren’t allowed to have food 
brought in, butifa cake did come in, 
it would be X-rayed and then disposed of, 
Are there any prison activities you turn a 
blind eye to? 
If prisoners are smoking dope when the cells are 
locked, then it’s no qreat hardship to me. 
How common is rape in prison? 
More common than people admit. I know of five 
or six cases in the lifers’ wing. Some prisoners 
are notorious for raping men; they do it because 
they just want to fuck. They take advantage of 
people who don't stick up for themselves. 
Would you volunteer to flip the switch if 
Britain brought back capital punishment? 
Yes, if you could say that it was scientifically 
beyond reasonable doubt that someone had 
killed a police officer — or a prison officer. 
What is the worst insult that has been 
hurled at you while on duty? 
“Tm going to rape your fucking wife,” or, “I’m 
going to come round and shoot you in the fuck- 
ing head,” It’s mostly just bravado, They like to 
say when you're on nights, “Who's fucking your 
missus tonight?” And you say, “The same bloke 
who's been shagging yours for the past three 
years.” Butifyou can't handle a bit of abuse, go 
and work at Tesco. 
Has anyone turned up on your doorstep to 
duff you up? 
No, but officers have been assaulted in local 
pubs. We advise new colleaques to stick to the 
prison officers’ club. 
Tell me about the most notorious con you've 
looked after? 
It was Charles Bronson (known as “Britain's 
most dangerous convict”), He's very volatile. 


Within.a matter of seconds, he’d change from 
someone you were having a reasonable conver- 
sation with to virtually foaming at the mouth. 
He’s quite a funny bloke, though: he saw offthe 
deputy governor hilariously, Bronson said, 
“Listen, you big fat cunt...” and just let rip. 

Have any prisoners genuinely scared you? 
Jeremy Bamber, who shot dead five members of 
his family in 1985, I gota really bad vibe off him. 

What’s the worst prison violence you've 

ever encountered? 

After prisoners burned down Northeye prison in 
the early Eighties, they were transferred to Send 
prison, where 199 of them smashed into the dis- 
pensary and took all the drugs. Then they went 
to the gym and tried to take the instructors 
hostage. They kept this up for more than 24 
hours. I was part ofa team sent in from Feltham. 
When we tried to put the rioters into vehicles, 
we fought with every one we picked up. 

How often have you been physically attacked? 
I've been bitten, kicked, punched, spat at. The 
nastiest was when I was bitten by this bloke 
who'd attacked another officer. We’d gone in 
to restrain him. I didn't want to make a fuss but 
Isaid to the other quys, “If you could do some- 
thing, he’s biting me,” so they put a leg-hold 
on. Only one problem: I said, “Whoever’s fuck- 
ing doing that, it’s actually my leq”. 

Is it true that suicides are increasing in jail? 
Yes. There have been 84 this year in England and 
Wales and it’s gone up every year for the past 
ten years. I think it’s down to the fact that the 
large mental institutions have been closed —we 
get those people now. The dead bloke normal- 
ly has a ligature round his neck, and his 
tongue’s sticking a foot out of his mouth - find- 
ing them is a pretty traumatic experience. 

When fights break out among inmates, 

what's normally the main cause? 

Stupid things like: “I was next in the phone 
queue.” No prisoner wants to lose face in front 
of a whole wing. 

Can prisoners really fashion deadly weapons 

out of anything? 

Just about. Forinstance, we now allowthem to 
have disposable twin-blade razors. They melt 
the end of a toothbrush and insert the two 
blades from the razor. If they stripe someone 
across the face with that, they're going to be 
able to make two deep cuts with virtually no 
effort. It’s always happening. And we've had 
prisoners make keys out of plastic cutlery. 

What's your favourite prison movie moment? 
In Face/Off, I really liked the idea of prisoners 
wearing big magnetic boots, so the officers 
could just flick a switch and it acted like a giant 
electro-magnet —the prisoners couldn‘t move. 
I wish we had them here! rum

The cigarette burn is your main 
A problem here. This is because the 

fabric has actually perished. 
However, if the burn is close to a seam, a 
skilled alterations tailor should just about 
be able to hide it. For a more visible burn, 
though, you'll need invisible mending, 
which is a highly-skilled process and 
doesn’t come cheap. In fact, in many 
cases ~ suit trousers or shirts for example 
~ it’s actually cheaper to buy a new 
garment. Having said that, if you have a 
smallish jacket burn it can usually be 
mended for forty to fifty quid. Invisible 
mending Involves catching the thread 
around the burn and laboriously reweaving 
the cloth. Ask a local tailor if he can do 
this — if he can't, he may be able to 
recommend a skilled practitioner. 

As for the gum, the best method 

of removal is to freeze it and then very 
carefully chip it off. All you do is put 
your trousers 1n a plastic bag and place 
them in the freezer, then use a butter 
knife to chip at the gum until it disinte- 
grates. Afterwards, just wash as normal.
